// same plus 9650, so Spanish not English on both 5040 & 13740. 
Somethings’ always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


5990, Feb 27 at 0041, CRI relay in Spanish is $9+35/45 but 
just barely modulated. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15140, Sun Feb 27 at 1614, RHC weekly Esperanto is JBA, S7-S9 
undermodulated; seems // 11760 much stronger S9+10 but distorted. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11850, Feb 28 at 0229, RHC Spanish is S9+20 but JBM and 
suptorted; also with parasitic spur carriers on 11840 & 11860, the 
upper one QRMing jamming against nothing (else except maybe Yemen

undermodulated. Somethings’ always wrong at RHC. In the NASWA

9899.60, March 2 at 2221 direct, no need for a remote to 
detect Cairo crashingly on the air, S9+30/40 of extreme distortion, 
presumably English. Something's always egregious in Egypt (Glenn

*xk ETHIOPIA [non]. 15330, Feb 27 at 1613, HOA music, talk, S8-S9; EiBi 
says it’s Radiyoni Dirree Shaggar at 1600-1630 in Somali via FRANCE, 
but WRTH 2022 has Raadiyoonii Dirree Shaggar from Pennsylvania via 
France in OROMO. I was in the area looking for TOMBS cult via Bulgaria 
on new 15335, reported by Ivo as of Feb 19 at 1500-1800 (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


*xk GUAM. 15665, Feb 24 at 1538, VP S5/S6 talk, intonation sorta 
Germanic? KSDA registered at 1530-1600 only, due west in Kan language 
= Kannada for S Asia (Glenn Hauser, OK,WOR) 


xx GUAM. 15530.040, Thu Feb 24 at 1539, off-frequency in unknown 
language. KSDA scheduled this semihour only on Thu & Fri only in Bod 
dialect of Tibetan, other days English (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx IRAN. 7380, Feb 28 at 0234, S9/+10 of dead air - or is it just 
barely modulated. Per Aoki and EiBi, can only be VIRI in Arabic via 
Zahedan at 0230-0530. HFCC shows 500 kW at 289 degrees for CIRAFs 38 & 
39 = Arabia to Turkey, Egypt, Libya (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk ITALY [and non]. Glenn Hauser wrote on 28/02/2022 01:28: 


Alfredo, The last two Fridays there was no signal on 7290, and now I 
see that 7290 has been removed from your program schedule - the days I 
can see, as Thu, Sat and Sun will not load. Can you confirm that 7290 
is permanently canceled; and there will not be any IRRS SW broadcasts 
of WOR or any of the other media programs? Meanwhile 1323 seems to be 
doing well at least to the nearby remote -- except during the 19-20 UT 
hour when interference from Romania in German is considerable. And in 
Hungarian before 1900. Glenn’ ° 


Alfredo Cotroneo of IRRS replied March 1: **Hi Glenn, We focused more 
on raising power on MW 1323 kHz lately to cover Ukraine, eastern 
Russia and Belarus (besides the rest of Central and Northern Europe). 
I confirm our commitment on 7290 kHz Shortwave for one hour in the 
evening from 20-21 CET. Our program schedule had been adjusted 
slightly to allow new programs from 19-23:10 (approx) CET and added 
more news coverage on 1323 kHz. We may have to move WOR slightly as 
airtime is filling up due to special programs beamed to the new war 
zone, regretfully.

And go to the link about 
IRRS* power increase --- never specified -- on 1323; but WRTH 2022 
showed it originally only 5/1 kW. **Beamed to the war zone’* -- does 
that mean a direxional antenna? 


Got to UTwente just in time March 1 at 1957 when there were 2797

EiBi shows DW and Turkish jammer on 9525 both at 1600-2100 only; while 
Aoki shows 9525 jamming not until *0500 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx KURDISTAN [non]. Feb 26 I have spent several hours monitoring 
remotes for Dengé Welat and/or jamming. 


9525 at 0504 via UTwente, S7-S9, martial music jammer like yesterday 
when it cut off at 0530* but today keeps going until 0600*. DW itself 
is again on 7350. 


11530 at 1525 via UTw: jammer with same kind of martial music as last 
nights; while DW programming is on 11540, with some BBC-like sounders.

Observer Bulgaria had new DW relays via Secretbrod/Kostinbrod as of 
Feb 23, but none of these heard on Feb 26: 07-14 15285 unchecked, 
14-17 9480, 17-19 9550, 19-22 6180; 22-24 5945. 


Back to what I do hear: 


9525 at 1614, S8-S9 to Ireland SDR; 1630 abrupt switch from music to 
talk; more music past 1700. It’s notable that in all my hours of 
listening I never perceive a Dengé Welat ID or even mention in passing 
of either word, tho possibly somewhere in there and missed. I do hear 
Ukraine mentioned occasionally. 


11530, at 1702, jam music against nothing via Ireland 
9550, at 1709, no Bulgarian signal to Ireland. 


9525 at 1730+, DW music via UTwente; occasional brief OTH radar clix

9525 at 1739, I am shocked to hear the VOT interval signal tune, so is 
this really Turkey instead of DW? But this is a different version of 
the song with vocal lyrix. 


11530 at 1741, jammer still on with music, crowd yelling. 1802 during 
martial music, speech over PA with reverb; heard via Ireland 


9525 music before and after 1800 but YL talk at 1802. UTw stops at 
1830 but I reboot as it had displayed 900 instead of max 750 users. 
1835-1928 UT, I’m out paying exorbitant ever-rising cost of PO Box; 
and lunch. 


UTwente now displays around 1460 users, constantly fluxuating. 


9525 at 1928, DW music still via UTw. 
11530 at 1929, jammer is now off into Ireland; nor on 11540. 


6180 at 1933, another Bulgarian frequency absent into Ireland. Also at 
2045, nor 9480 which I think I also checked earlier. 


9525 at 1935, Ireland now hears both DW and JBA under, the jammmusic, 
finally on same frequency; but at UTw the two are mixing almost even 

level. Quite a cacophony at 2055 with both in music, but by 2105 only 
one is left on both remotes, I think DW. 


At 2202, via UTw, no activity on any of the mentioned DW or jammer 
frequencies, not even 5945 Bulgaria. 


Now UTwente shows ~1700 users! Must have expanded its capacity with 
huge demand thanks to Putin. Unfortunately there is no SWBC, let alone 
in English, from Ukraine or Russia, but one can try to hear MW such as 
400 kW UR1 on 549.

515 MCW kHz, Feb 24 at 0740 UT, PN, 25-watt NDB at Ponca 
City, is OFF again; sporadic. It might make sense to turn on only when 
incoming flight requests, except 25 watts is hardly significant for 
power saving (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


*x*x OKLAHOMA. 515 MCW kHz, Feb 26 at 0744 UT, PN, 25-watt NDB at Ponca 
City is still off as it has been since Feb 23 (Glenn Hauser, Enid, 
WOR) 


*xk OKLAHOMA. RF 28, March 2 at 1515 UT, only one DX signal decoding 
with marginal tropo enhancement, Ion on virtual 44, including the only 
subchannel of any value, Newsy on 44-6, unlike 62-7 in OKC. This is 
KTPX Okmulgee = Tulsa market. Rabbitears.info shows it’s direxional 
toward the NE, but thisaway very much off the side close to a null, 
belying it being one of the top ‘Tulsa’ stations decoding here. There 
were also BAD sigs into the STB on at least: 10, 12, 34? The other 
major TV info site, W9WI.com is gone and Doug Smith says it’s not 
coming back; now goes to a Wordpress sample page (Glenn Hauser, Enid, 
WOR) 


xx ROMANIA. 5990 // 7410, UT Mon Feb 28 at 0239, lite jazz during the 
RRI Galbeni hour in French. Alan Roe’s Music on Shortwave says it’s 
“Les tubes du moment’ on UT Mon & Tue while the 0230-0245 block 
contains other music every day except Fri. Tubes means hits in this 
sense, pour quoi? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SAO TOME E PRINCIPE. 15460.072, Feb 27 at 1616, African language 
dialog, S6-S9, way off frequency, since it’s VOA Pinheira, in Kirundi 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 9690, Wed Mar 2 at 2300, REE English VG into Maryland SDR; 
after news at 2307 Amy introduces interview in Beirut with an 
expeditioner to South Sudan to get acquainted with primitive tribes 
and enjoying? being included in a flesh-cutting ritual. Just as this 
is getting interesting, segment over already, 2311 on to Justin 
visiting Madrid bookshops presumably with flesh intact (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx THAILAND. 13750, Feb 27 at 0020, HSK9 in English to N America, 
S4-S7 with heavy flutter. Seldom if ever listenable here: too far west 
for the ENAm beam, too far east for the WNAm? Grimesland would do a 
lot better, duh, than the USAGM Udon Thani site (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xx TIBET [non]. 12125, Feb 24 at 1542, S9/+10 in tonal Asian language: 
scheduled RFA in Bod dialect of Tibetan, this hour only, 100 kW at 296 
degrees from TINIAN. Amazingly good here way offbeam, no CNR1 jamming 
unless really a jammer not in Chinese (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x TURKEY [and non]. 5960.016, Feb 25 from 2301, VOT English is VG 
$9+35 into UTwente. It's Friday so I have to decide whether to listen 
to this or Spainglés on 9690 - billboard there says feature will be 
about ILO, which sounds pretty boring, onward to Ankara. Partial notes 
for the hour: 2312 the COVID 19 PSA, with good advice but xstillx 
claiming that *‘a vaccine is yet to be found’! At 2328 ‘Feeling 
Supreme’, this episode about tachycardia, fortunately a word I can 
recognize despite the heavily-accented YL. Something's always 
erroneous at Emirler: transmission breaks off in the middle of it, 
2329x-*2332 by when she is talking about remedies such as lavender, 
cinnamon. May I suggest further reading about tachycardia first such 
as what Mayo Clinic has to say. 2344 the outro for ‘Did You Know 
That?* about whatever I will knever know. Then the 2-minute 
multi-lingual ID loop filler; 2346 sign-off enumerating in rather 
jumbled order the English times and frequencies; announcer obviously 
not understanding what he is reading, e.g. ~‘in the 49 meter band and 
on 6125...°° The ‘‘and’* does not belong since that implies they are 
separate things.

I would say that 
despite being only second-adjacent, NE is my #1 state for NDBs. WY is 
also 2nd-adjacent, only CO between us. Torrington is conveniently in

xx US A. Re my comments about WBCQ 4790 and the new Radio Angela, 
Bill Tilford responds: 


While I dislike the CODAR issue more than anyone, I'm not sure I 
otherwise agree with the notion of 4790 being WBCQ's worst frequency 
in terms of coverage reach. Both in tests and the first night's 
official broadcast, 4790 has terrestrially outperformed 7490 in parts 
of the midwestern US and clobbered it in Europe, where 4790 will often 
arrive in parts of Eastern Europe as a quite listenable breakfast show 
as well as the US and Canada. Yes, there are local bad zones, but that 
is true with many frequencies. As to Latin America, we'll see what 
coming months bring (or not). 7490's secret weapon has been its 
webcasts, which in the context of this discussion don't count, along 
with its somewhat better reach out west and down south. Asa 
transatlantic frequency, 4790 appears to be the better option, azimuth 
notwithstanding. 


As to Encore, our own schedule was not for the purpose of stealing 
listeners from it - I respect and enjoy that program myself. But it 
does have multiple repeats throughout the week (unlike WBCQ Concert 
Hall, which plays once) with the same remote web sdr possibilities 
that some of our listeners will need to use to bring in Radio Angela's 
programs. There are miscellaneous reasons, some related to production 
schedules, why the other programs in the RA schedule are pencilled in 
where they are, and for now Sunday is what makes sense for WBCQ 
Concert Hall. We are also doing longer-form works (whole operas and 


symphonies) than Encore due to the luxury of a two hour slot, so it's 
not really the same material. Whether that works to our advantage or 
Encore's at any point in time will depend upon a listener's mood and 
preferences. Hopefully we will both thrive. And, for those on the 
horns of a dilemma, there are, as mentioned, recorders. Since neither 
program is pay-per-listen, let us instead be happy that this much 
classical is back on the airwaves between the two. A much better 
problem to have than "gee, there's nothing on..."
